An enbhuslaatic mectlns of nearly 100 


merchants of this city was held _laat even- 
in ? for the purpose of reorgranizinn the 
Oakland Board of Trade. M. J Keller, 
president of the old board, called the 


| meeting to order and outlined the purposes 


for which the reorganization was deemed 
nrcessary. Tne membership of the old 
Board of Trade had dwindled down ito U& 
Over 300 citizens had already promised 
and ware willing to take an interest in 
the reorganization of the board. It is In- 
tended to increase the membership to at 
least 800 or 800. Mr. Keller referred to the 
Boards of Trade of Los Angeles and San 
Francisco, and stated 'that there was no 
reason why a similar organization should 
not be effected hero. He utatcd that It 
was a disgrace that In a city the size 
of Oakland there should not be a commer- 
cial exhibit. 
Cralgio Sharpe, who has been instrumen- 
tal In reviving an interest In the Board, 
said that even the city of Fresno had 
something to show visitors, while Oakland 
hud nothing, e 
' We uro dead in this town," said Mr. 
Sharpe, "and we need to be woke up. We 
aro on the eve of an era of progress. 
"The biggest surplse In commercial cir- 
cles i'n this city waa the exposition of last 
Dorember. When the idea was started 
everybody doubted the feasibility of it, 
but the projectors went ahead. And what 
did we see' One week did not satisfy the 
people, and when we were forced to close 
the tloors we bad a very handsome surplus 
on hand. We do not want to lose the ben- 
ell t of that example, but we want to ex- 
tend it to Alameda, Berkeley and every 
town In tills county. We have our own 
matchless water front, and our future Is 
In your hands." 


He briefly referred to the work accom- 
plished by Boards of Trade in other towns 
and outlined tbe Improvements Oakland 
should have. 


H. M. Van Arman referred to the differ- 
ence between Los Angeles and Oakland, 
and said that this city suffers because ol 
the preference shown by Easterners for 
the southern city. This was due to the 
manner In which Los Angeles boomed it- 
sell. 


Colonel J L. Lyon said the organisation 
should be made powerful enough to com- 
pel the Board of Supervisors to carry out 
necessary Improvements, and if the or- 
ganization numbers 500 or 600 active mem- 
bers this could be done. 
"For fifteen years," he said, "we have 
been trying to get a road Into Contra Cos- 
ta County. We have not got a road yet, 
and by this tlmo wo should have an elec- 
tric line over the hills, and should be using 
it and deriving great benefit from it. Bui 
we must have a powerful, united organiza- 
tion. We have lots of time now, business 
Is dull. What we want is money and th»t 
we oan only get by enthusiastic work. 
We have got to do tt -for self preservation, 
and there is no alternative."

not purchase as much In the market 
as a dollar worth 100 cents. To call a 
dime a dollar would add nothing what- 
ever to its intrinsic value or to its pur- 
chasing power. If these propositions are 
correct it is clear that when •wages are 
in ,.

wa»?es must be Increased In proportion 
to the depreciation of the money and 
in proportion to thf increase in the 
prices of other things, or the laborer 
will suffer a loss But I affirm that rt Is 
Bhe universal rule that wagos do not 
Increase in proportion to the Increase 
in the prices of the commodities the la- 
borer is compelled to purchase " 


Wherever a depreciated currency has 


become Bat money to an unlimited ex- 
tent, it has always driven out the bet- 
ter money Secretary Carlisle argues 
that this result would follow unlimit- 
ed silver coinage in this country. 


"The annual production of silver in 


the world is about J216, 000,000 at our 
coinage rate and the annual capacity 
of our mints to coin standard silver 
dollars Is only about »40,000,000. Last 
year we coined $43,933,476 in gold and 
19,069,480 in ellver, so that if our mints 
were devoted exclusively to the free 
coinage of standard silver dollars the 
addition to our stock of metallic mon- 
ey would be about 115,000,000 less every 
year than It Is now, and H would not be 
good money after it was coined. More 
than flJteen years would elapse before 
we could at this rate coin enough de- 
preciated silver dollars to supply the 
place of the good gold dollars expelled 
from the country, and. In the meantime 
a complete revolution would have to 
be effected in our commercial relations 
with other nations and in all our do- 
mestic business affairs, Including a 
readjustment of the wages of labor, 
the price of commodities, the rates of 
municipal, state and federal taxation. 
charges for transportation and every 
other matter Involving the use of mon- 
ey or credit We should descend by a 
single step from the highest standatd 
of value to sliver monometallism, TUth 
a contracted and at the same time a 
depreciated currency, a financial ex- 
periment which has no precedent In 
the monetary history of the world." 


It has been said of late, that Car- 


lisle, who wa* formerly a free silver 
advocate, has been brought over to his 
present view through the influence of 
President Cleveland, It to far more like- 
ly that the latter has been confirmed 
In his views by the conclusion* which 
Carlisle has reached after a thorough 
study of the question. However that 
may be, the address at Chicago has 
this national significance, that it is a 
clear and concise presentation of views 
as held by the Administration, and by 
ithe "sound money" men of the counrtry 


Siberia to not the cold and inhospit-

"Mr. Pangborn, president of the world's 
transportation commission of the Field 
Columbian Museum, has Just returned 
from Asiatic Rusla and reports that 
he waa never more surprised in any 
country and its people than he was with 
Siberia.

There Is one thing certain the city 


must repeal eonte of the ordinances 
lately psmed authorizing tbe expendi- 
ture of City funds or Oakland is going to 
be way behind before the end of the 
year. The Mayor baa figured, the ex- 
pert Iras figured and the different de- 
partments have figured on the financial 
situation and now the City Auditor has 
taken a band and has prepared a state- 
ment which he will transmit to the 
Council at Its next meeting to 'be referr- 
ed by rt to the Finance Committee for 
food for Its meditation. 
"I have taken no sides in preparing 
this," says Mr. Snow, "but It is done 
more to notify the city's creditors that 
many of them will not get their money 
« they are not careful, for the statutes 
provide that we cannot Incur debts this 
year to t>e paid out of next year's fund* 
so that a contractor or supply man who 
does work or furnishes supplies to the 
city when the fund on which his requi- 
sition hi drawn is exhausted stands lit- 
tle chance of ever getting- hie money. 
It IB a guide-post to those who have 
business dealings with >the city and If 
rney do not heed It and come out behind 
I am not to blame." 
Tne statement is based on three cal- 
culation*, all of which show a shortage. 
Tbe first calculation to looking up the 
situation through rose tinted glass. It 
supposes every dollar of taxes to be paid 
and • no expense* incurred other than 
those already incurred by statutes, or- 
dinances and resolutions now In force 
to which is added tbe necesBary running 
expenses, such a* feeding prisoners and 
horses, street llgntlng and sprinkling 
and sweeping tbe bltuintaiied thor- 
oughfares. Under tbeae circumstances 
the shortage would amount to 123,000. 
Tbe **coud calculation 1* based on the 
same figuring of frugality, but contem- 
plates that certain taxes «*»ln»t the 
railroad and electric roads will not be 
collected. This amount* to J8000 and 
raise* the ahortage to 131,000. 
The third calculation uses tbe same 
basis of expenditure* as toe two preced- 
ing ones, but eliminate* the estimated 
delinquent taxes, tbe payment of which 
under the new law may be deferred for 
five year*. This raises tbe shortage to 
142,000. 


Tbe only way left for the city to re- 


main *olvent Is to repeal certain ordi- 
nance* lately passed authorising the ex- 
penditure of money though even If they 
are not repealed they may never be en- 
acted, for * wary contractor would not 
agree to the work with the chance* so 
poor for getting his pay. There are 
but three ordinances which could be so 
repealed. They are for repairing the 
Eighth street bridge, for en engine 
house on the Sixth street lot, and for 
tbe purchase of a chemical engine for 
North Oakland. The money authorized 
to be expended under tbe*e amounts 
m total to about tZO.OM, and there still 
remains a shortage. 


One of two tiring* 1* left to be done, 


and it may be necessary to do both, 
either the street sprinklers must be 
laid off, which for thre* month* would 
save J12.000, or the etactric light* turned 
off, which would *ave *6fMO •. month.

Wheelmen all over the country have 
been misled by the publication of a sup- 
posed bulletin from L. A. W. head- 
quarter* The section which has caused 
widespread comment is as follows' 


"Any 
cyclist ceases to be an amateur 
by riding after April, 1896. In a bicycle 
race upon any make of bicycle offered 
for sale or manufactured ta any fac- 
tory, store or other place of business 
In which he IB employed In any capacity 
whatsoever." 
That there Is no authority for any 


such statfment. Chairman Gideon em- 
phatically asserts and in his recent 
bulletin he states the case In the fol- 
lowing words: 
"There Is no such rule in our racing 
rules, and It la not Intended there shall 
be this year Clause F of the amateur 
rule in the L A. W. constitution pro- 
vides that any racing: man employed 
in a cycle establishment may, by a 
vote of the racing board, be transfer- 
red to the professional ranks. This does 
not mean that the board will make 
wholesale transfers of e>uch employes, 
but that It may use its discretion in 
transferring racing employes against 
whom It may be impossible to obtain 
other evidence, and by whom the board 
may believe that advantages are re- 
ceived contrary to the spirit of the 
amateur definition." 
It la also apparent from this last that 
employers of bicycle firms are not nec- 
essarily declared professionals by their 
connection with the business, and this 
will be welcome news to many •who 
thought they were barred from ama- 
teur races

TALKS TO THE POINT 


Mr. Kruttschnitt was then asked 1 he 


would like to speak on the subject .- nd, 
in coming forward In response to tht In- 
vitation, said. 


"My attention was called to this mat- 


ter first at the beginning of the w ek. 
I understand the question to be the ail- 
ing up of that area of flooded land be- 
tween the boundaries Indicated. 
In 
looking on the map, I see that 
the 


Northern Railroad Company owns i ne- 
third of that hole. So (ar as the No th- 
em Railroad Company is ooncerne-t it 
will co-operate with the city so Tar as it 
is interested in the property. If It o vns 
one-third of the property, it will pay for 
the filling of one-third. If it owns < ne- 
half of the property, it will pay for Til- 
ing one-half of it. But, before any work 
is done, there should be an examlnairon 
to ascertain to whom the property be- 
longs. If it is owned in part by prn ate 
owners, they should pay the<r proi or- 
tion for the filling of that spot. I see 
that a part of the land is marked to the 
Pacific Improvement Company. IT our 
committee has reported to you T* 'lat 
that company will do. I am glad that 
you have he*rd directly from the c >m- 
pany. I am not connected with it but 
I am confident that whatever the Riil- 
road Company does the Pacific Impii ve- 
ment Company will do the same th ng. 
Another pan t of the land sei>ms to be 


owned by no iterson. Together, ve 
could ascertain who are the owners of 
the land 
When that has been done, I 
can assure you the co-wpera/tion of the 
railroad company in the fllltoK of that 
flooded area. When a knowledge of the 
ownership of the land has been obtained 
we can work together In abating the 
nuisance." 
These remarks were made In earnest 
and convincing manner, were received 
with applause 
John P. Irish was called on and said 
that the little piece ot.land which it was 
desired to ha\ e Improved was insignifi- 
cant \vhen compared with the hundreds 
of acres north of Twelfth street. The 
nuisance was one not created by the 
city. 
It cajne with graciousness, the 
statement made by General Manager 
Kruttschnltt, tliat the railroad company 
would assist 1:1 abatirg the nuisance. 
It ought to be easy to ascertain who 
owns the ground and if the owners 
would do as rh« railroad promises to 
do, the ground could be easily filled. 
Mr. Irish then referred to the condi- 


tion of the marsh above Twelfth street. 
He said a nuisance existed there which 
was created by the city. The place had 
originally been an innocuous salt marsh, 
but the city had destroyed It by means 
*>f broken sewers. In the payment of 
taxes, there were no taxes so difficult 
to pay as the taxes for the sick. He 
lad been pa> Ing them for several weeks 
>ecausc he has had sickness in his home 
is a consequence of the marsh. When 
.he raiiroad company had done what it 
nad, the assuciatun should take some 
tteps to abate tae maish nuisance. Ho 
had talked with conductors and motor 
men on the Twelfth street line and had 
learned tnai it was the customary thing 
\\hen thev pas>ed the hole In question, to 
drop their breakfasts because of the 
smell which aiose from the hole. He 
had leamed from officials of the road 
that they were compelled to change 
their men frequently because of sick- 
ness occasioned by the hole In question. 
He hoped thai the members of the asso- 
ciation had not foigotten that the Coun- 
cil recently hjd appropriated money out 
of thf gencial fund 
to pave certain 
streets in East Oakland 
Did anybody 
ever hear m the Council appropriating 
money out of the general fund to put 
<Jo>wn a piece of bitumen in West Oak- 
land? We have made for years," he 
continued, "an effort to abate the nui- 
saree by converting tne marsh Into a 
public park. If we could get the Council 
10 aid uk in this improvement It would 
be a g'-and thing to know that we have 
the ooperation of the railroad com- 
pany, lu the southern part o>f the state 
where 'the people make successful ef- 
forts to, permanently beautffy and im- 
prove thei'r homes and towns, the Santa 
Fe and the Southern Pacific co-operate 
v.-nth the people and bu.ld architectural- 
ly fine and beautiful depots In keeping 
with tne surroundings. If the people 
here conclude to Improve the natural 
advantages of Oakland we would like to 
know whether the railroad company 
•would build an architecturally beautiful 
station at Oakland which ts a terminal 
station. The mole Is only a way-station 
between this city and San Francisco. 


Mr. Irish then said that these im- 
provements would result In a great ad- 
vantage to the Southern Pacific as well 
as to the people. 


B. C. Cuvellier was then called for 
and said: 


"I agree with Col. Irish. The true 


j salvation Is that the city should take 
, steps to flll up the marsh. A portion of 
the marsh was filled up by the private 
owners. They placed from five to six 
Ket of earth, sand and shells waohed

On motion of Mr. Lindsay a, vote of 


thanks was extended to General Man- 
ager Kruttschnitt for the frank and 
generous co-operation which he had 
promised the club In its attempts to 
Improve the western part of the city. 


President Stark then said that in or- 


der to accomplish anything it was nec- 
essary to unite their forces west of 
Market street. It would not require 
much money to purchase the land nec- 
essary for a park. He thought the 
ground could be purchased for $60,000 
and that It could be Improved and 
beautified for J30.000 more. If they 
made a. united effort they could ac- 
complish a great deal. For that reason 
he extended an invitation to all who 
were not members of the club and who 
resided in the district west of Market 
street to come forward and sign the 
roll of membership The expenses of 
the club were defrayed by the pay- 
ment of dues at the rate of ten cents 
per month. 
W. J. O'Connell said that at the last 
meeting it was decided that member- 
ship was limited to people residing In 
the Forty-ninth Assembly District, 
the eastern boundary of which was the 
west line of Adeline street.

Mr. Keller referred -to thn 
Boards of Trade of Los Angeles and San 
Francisco, and stated that there was no 
reason why a uimilar organization should 
not be effected here.

•was a dlssrace that In a city the size 
of Oakland there should not be a commer- 
cial exhibit. 


CralRio Sharpe, who has boon Instrumen- 


tal in reviving an Interest in the Bourd,

had nothing. * 


"We are dead in this town," sakl Mr. 


Sharpe, "and we need to bo woke up. Wo 
are on the eve of an era of prepress.

last reached a definite conclusion and 
the chief actor In the sensational affair 
Is dethroned by his brother ministers. 


The cllmat was reached at the even-

Before the afternoon session opened, 


the contingent upholding the accused 
pastor realized the helplessness of the 
case and during their luncheon, in one 
corner of the church, It was decided to 
make a bolt from the edifice, as soon as 
the expected unfa\ora.ble verdict was 
reached. 'With this end In view. Deacon 
Morse, instructed his faction to gain 
convenient seats near the aisles and 
at a given signal to rise and flee. That 
the programme was not carried out, 
was due to the leng'th of the session, 
which withheld the uplifted ax till the 
last minute 


When the Tribune went to press yes- 
terday. Dr. McLean »till occupied the 
rostrum, where for half an hour, he 
rehearsed the case and pointed out 
Brown as unfit to wear the frock. Had 
a vote been taken when he concluded 
unquestionably, the accused clergyman 
would have been deposed by at least a 
tuo-thirdx vote. However, the tellinc 
play of the detersive faction turned 
those laymen, who had heretofore been 
on the fence. In favor of Brown and 
when the linal vote was taken he was 
beaten by Just 17 votes, the result-* be- 
ing 49 In favor of adopting the Hu- 
ven s resolutions and 32 ag-alnst adop- 


Brown received the verdict without 


betraying the least emotion and his 
onl> remark was, "I am not downed 
yet.

'When the Over- 
man letters were published, startling 
as they were, Dr. Brown said he could 
clear himself If allowed to do so by his 
Attorneys. I believed him, and gladly 
watted. I went into the council be- 
lieving that Dr. Brown would be, found 
to be Innocent. I cannot make 
you 


know the sickening doubt which frrew 
and grew, and colled itself, like some 
black, damning snake, about my heart. 
But throug-h it all I tried to be a fair 
moderator. It was a strenuous period. 
It was a period of doubt. 
I had put 


together the evidence, piece by piece, 
and the state of my mind grew from 
suspicion to conviction of e-uilt. I was 
convinced, as were the other councll- 
ois, that 
somehing hnd 
transpired 


which should not have transpired in the 
conduct of Dr. Brown as a Christian 
minister." 


The clergyman then went on to sub- 


mit the evidence in tihe case and utep 
by step wove a net about Brown.

In an unchristian manner, but In con- 
clusion the pastor pleaded that his 
good work in the past be taken into 
consideration. He grew pathetic, and 
almost pitiful when he said that he 
had listened all day for one kind word 
of Christian regard for his work, but 
had not heard it, and was now com- 
pelled, perforce, to ref<T to it himself 
for the first time In his life. 


"Finally, my brethren," he said, "to 


preach the gospel of Jesus Christ Is my 
life. I lovo the gospel more than my 
life. I have been obliged to picture to 
myself what the future would be if 
you hand me over to the secularities. I 
shall go forth branded, and there are 
honorable men in the law, in business 
life and even In the humblest paths.

Curing the war of Max- 
mllllan Mexican bonds, bearing1 S per 
cent, interest sold at about J2.50 on the 
thousand dollars. "Yet within three or 
four years the full face value of those 
bonds was paid without a hitch. So you 
nee there is reason to believe that the 
Issue of Cuban bonds may also be a 
success."

Jca/n Review traces the prepress of the 
regeneration of Egypt to the English 
protectorate which followed the sup- 
pression of the rebellion of Arabl in 
1S82. He says the first thing an English 
finance committee of experts did was 
to reduce to $60,000,000 the annual tax- 
ation of tSO.000.000 wrung from less than 
5.000,000 people, "frith this reduction 
there also disappeared a mass of petty 
exactions which never found their way 
to the treasury, so that for the first time 
thf» Egyptian peasant is allowed to 
co;»trol the fruits of his own labor. 
Croday under English rule, he knows 
«-Xaotly the amount of taxeb he has to 
pay, and when he hns to pay them; he 
is secure against supeiadded official ex- 
tortion, as he is against the danger of 
being compelled to work for the govern- 
ment for nothing.

Thi.s brought them to reason, and on 
agreeing to accept the dollars at their 
whole value 'their property was re- 
stored. The outcome was an Immediate 
rise of prices to compensate for the 
difference in vojuc and between the 
new and old dollars. All the Khalifa 
knew was thtit the dollar was accepted 
and with that he was satisfied." 


At a recent dinner In Xew York of 


Trinity, College graduates. Bishop Pot- 
ter related this anecdote of himself: 


"My memories of Hartford are, I am 


afraid somewhat mixed. I remember 
many yeait! ago insuring in the Char- 
ter Oak Insurance Company there, the 
policy of which I shall be very happy 
to present to your president. (Laugh- 
ter.) Trinity College conferred on me 
the degree of D. D. I wear the hood 
of the college and I am bound to say 
I look upon myself as one who has. 
suffered for Trinity College. At a con- 
secration service In an outlying district 
which I conducted some time ago I 
•wore that hood. After the services, 
which ended, as they had begun by a 
procession, a young girl who had been 
present, I was afterward told, said to 
her aunt: "Well, aunty, how did you 
like the service?" 
Oh, I liked his 


sermon," replied the old lady, "but I 
pity him, and I think his wife should 
protect him." Being asked by the girl 
•what 9hc meant, the old lady said: 
"PJdn'l you seo the back oi his robe 
all burst open, and his red flannel shirt 
all hanging out?" (Loud laughter.) 


A Great i-iiiluiitliru|>iHt oone. 


Baron Hirsch who has just died was 


one or the world's greatest men. If he 
had been bimply a rich man control- 
ling an immense fortune, there would 
be little to pay about him. But Baron 
Hlrach used his money for the beneflt 
of the world. A Hebrew, he first turn- 
ed his attention to his own race. 'He 
expended millions for tneir benefit. His 
philanthropy extended beyond his own 
race. He was a broad minded, liberal 
man whose plans, for doing good by the 
use of money exceeded those of any 
other man of hie time. The richest 
man. cave the Rothschilds, in all Eu- 
rope, he was known in alt lands aa the 
friend of the poor. There are no honors 
too great for the memorial of this world 
wide philanthropist. 


Recently, when Secretary Carlisle 


•was sounded as'to his willingness to ac- 
cept a nomination for the Presidency, 
he evaded the question, and yet im- 
pllcdly answered it in such a way as 
to make the Impression that he would 
accept such a. nomination on a sound 
money platform If the Democracy In 
the Chicago convention went over to 
free coinage, he would not go with 
them. He was more concerned for the 
attitude Which the Democratic party 
•would take on this one question than 
he was about a nomination. But the two 
propositions chould not 
have been 


wide apart in the mind of Secretary 
Carlisle.—A satisfactory financial plank 
in the platform, and his own nomi- 
nation. 


Jt was quite in line with thte theory 


that the Secretary hhould go to Chic- 
ago, right where the Democratic con- 
vention is to meet, and from that 
coign of vantage, deliver his elaborate 
speech on sound money. It was his aim 
to address the Democracy of the whole 
country, and if possible, make such an 
impression as would bring over the 
majority in the coming convention to 
his views. AVhlle there is nothing new 
speech, there are some rather striking 
statements the art of putting things 
is -well illustrated in this elaborate 
address. It Is the voice of the sound 
money man addressed to those who 
believe in soft money. This statement 
is addresed to wage-earners: 


"Money recleved for wages, like 


money received on every other account 
is valuable only to the extent that It 
can be exchanged for other commodi- 
ties, and it is scarcely nccewary to sug- 
gest 'that a dollar worth 50 cents will 
not purchase as much in the market 
as a dollar -worth 100 cents. To call a 
dime a dollar would add nothing what- 
ever to Its intrinsic value or to its pur- 
ohasing power. If these propositions are 
correct it Is clear that when wages are 
in .. uc i 
wages must be Increased in proportion 
to the depreciation of the money and 
in proportion to thf Increase in the 
prices of other things, or the laborer 
will suffer a loss. But I aflirm that It Is 
t/he universal rule that wag^ do not 
Increase in proportion to the increase 
in the prices of the commodities the la- 
borer is compelled to purchase." 


Wherever a depreciated currency has 


become fiat money to <in unlimited ex- 
tent, it has always driven out the bet- 
ter money. Secretary Carlisle argues 
that this result would follow unlimit- 
ed silver coinage In this country. 


"The annual production of silver in 


the world is about $210.000,000 at our 
coinage rate and the annual capacity 
of our mints to coin standard silver 
dollars is only about $40,000,000. Last 
year we coined $43,933,475 in gold and 
$3,OS9,4SO in silver, so that 1C our mints 
were devoted exclusively to the free 
colnvag« of standard silver dollars the 
addition to our stock of metallic mon- 
ey would be about $15,000,000 less every 
year than it Is now, and It would not be 
good money after it was coined. More 
Than fiDteen years would elapse before 
•we could at this rate coin enough de- 
preciated silver dollars to supply the 
place of the good gold dollars expelled 
from the country, and, In the meantime 
a complete revolution would have to 
be effected In our commercial relations 
with other nations and in all our do- 
mestic business affairs, including a 
readjustment of the wages of labor, 
the price of commodities, the rates of 
municipal, state and federal taxation, 
charges for transportation and every 
other maitter involving the use of mon- 
ey or credit. We should descend by a 
single step from the highest standard 
of value to silver monometallism, with 
a contracted and at the same time a 
depreciated currency, a financial ex- 
periment which has no precedent in 
the monetary history of the world." 


It has been said of late, that Car- 


lisle, who wae formerly a free silver 
advocate, has been brought over to his 
present view through the influence of 
President Cleveland..It is far more like- 
ly that the latter has been confirmed 
in his views by the conclusions which 
Carlisle has reached after a thorough 
study of the question. However that 
may be, the address at Chicago has 
this national significance, that it is a 
clear and concise presentation of views 
as held by the Administration, and by 
ithc "sound money" men of the country. 


Siberia is not the cold and Inhospit- 


able country that many have supposed. 
The Inter-Ocean makes this note of the 
observations of a prominent citizen 
"Mr. Pangbom. president of the world's 
transportation commission of the Field 
Columbian Museum, has just returned 
from Asiatic Rusia and reports that 
he was never more surprised in any 
country and its people than he was with 
Siberia. He found a delightful country, 
something like Eastern Ohio, and West- 
ern Pennsylvania, 
not 
barren and 


cheerless, but productive and in the 
summer -warm and pleasant, and in all 
Siberia he found only 400 political pris- 
oners. If Mr. Par.gborn states <the case 
correctly the old Russian convict col- 
ony has grown Into a great nation, and 
this would raise the question whether 
the old colonizing idea of the old sys- 
!tem of placing convicts In homes in 
•isolated settlements was not better In 
a reformatory way than the peniten- 
tiary system. Certain it If, that men 
6cnt to Siberia as convicts became 
good citizens and Instead of repelling 
immigration they became a nation of 
home-makers. The old penal settle- 
ments of Siberia are not 'the least pros- 
perous districts of Asiatic- Russia." 


A bill has recently been Introduced 


in Congress that Is giving some of the 
rich Eastern yacht owners much anx- 
iety. Heretofore yachts of foreign ori- 
gin have been permitted to enter ports 
of the United States without clearing 
at the custom houses or paying tonnage 
'tax. The new measure- proposes to ab- 
rogate all this by a clause which says: 
"The privileges conferred are not to 
extend to yachts built outside of the 
country, and owned, chartered or used 
by citizens of the United States." 


Should tho 
proposed 
measure go 


through it will be a bluer pill for such 
men as Ogden and Robert Goelet, Ru- 
therford Stuyvesant. A. J. Drcxel and 
Eugene Higgins to swallow, and. what 
is more. It was meant that it should be. 
All these men arc having boats built 
for them in British shipyards with the 
exception of Messrs. Stuyvesant and 
Higgins, whose yachts, the Archurus 
and the Veruna, are built already.

L. Watson when he came over with 
Valkyrie III, and'American designers 
are naturallv- indignant.

The Woman's Christian Temperance

It was 
deemed a suitable occasion to Invite 
Joaquin Miller to deliver a. lecture in 
furtherance of the interests of that as- 
sociation. Having invited one who was 
not in sympathy with the spirit and 
purpose of their plans, a fact which 
thoy could easily have ascertained. It 
was according to the logic of events 
that Sillier should have rldderr a/bron- 
co right into the temperance conven- 
tion. 


And now some of the members affirm 


that "if Miller had been talking for the 
benefit of the liquor traffic his lecture 
would have fitted the Idea, very nicely. 
But we do not believe in his ways and 
his lecture was wholly Inappropriate 
and entirely out of place in an assem- 
blage of Christian temperance women. 
Another member represented that Mil- 
Ipr rambled around a great deal, that 
aside from 'his temperance views, his 
lecture from a literary point of view 
was uninteresting and unpleasant to 
the listeners.

Effect* of the Uroivn Decision. 
It was a foregone conclusion that the 


conference yesterday would not mince 
matters In the Brown case. The decis- 
ion yesterday was in the nature of a 
judgment on the verdict rendered by 
the council which sat in San Francisco. 
His judges on that occasion became 
his accusers yesterday. Besides these, 
there was a majority of the conference 
who did not sit in the original case, 
and only read the proceedings as they 
appeared In the newspapers. There was 
no testimony offered yesterday. 


The findings yesterday are probably 


In accord with public opinion. The ori- 
ginal verdict was a merciful one. There 
was a mild censure of the accused; 
and then the matter was apparently 
left with the church for a time to see 
•nliat action was taken. Nothing "was 
done, save that a minority of the mem- 
bership signed a petition asking the ac- 
cused to resign. But this -wan never 
formally presented. 


The effect of the finding yesterday 


simply withdraws the fellowship of the 
churches from Dr. Brown, which might 
be followed by the withdrawal of fel- 
lowship from the church in San Fran- 
cisco should it peisist in sustaining 
the man. One might wish that there 
was assurance that the end of the 
whole matter had been reached. It Is 
narrowed down now to a question of 
the retention of Dr. Brown by the local 
church In San Francisco.

"I have taken no sides In preparing 
this," says Mr. Snow, "but It Is done 
more to notify the city's creditors that 
many of them will not get their money 
If they are not careful, for Che statutes 
provide that we cannot Incur d^bts thli 
year fo tie paid out of next year's funds 
so that a contractor or supply man who 
does work or furnishes supplle-s to the 
city when the fund on which his requl- 


tle chance of ever getting' his money. 
It is a guide-post to those who have 
business dealings with the city and If 
they do not heed it and come out behind 
I am not to blame." 


The statement is based on three cal- 


culations, all of which show a shortage. 
The first calculation is looking up the 
situation through rose tinted glass. It 
supposes every dollar of. taxes to be paid 
and no expenses incurred other than 
those already Incurred by statutes, or- 
dinances and resolutions now In force 
to which is added the necessary running 
expenses, such as feeding: prisoners and 
horses, street lighting and sprinkling 
and sweeping the bituminlzed thor- 
oughfares. Under these circumstances 
the shortage would amount to $23,000. 


The second calculation is based on the 
game figuring of frugality, but contem- 
plates that certain taxes against ths 
railroad and electric roads will not be 
collected. This amounts to J8000 and 
raises the shortage to $31.000. 


The third calculation uses the same 
basis of expenditures as the two preced- 
ing ones, but eliminates the estimated 
delinquent taxes, the payment of which 
under the new law may be deferred for 
five years. This raises the shortage to 
J42.000. 


The only way left for the city to re- 
main solvent is to repeal certain ordi- 
nances lately passed authorizing the ex- 
penditure of money though e\-cn if they 
are not repealed they may never be en- 
acted, for a wary contractor would not 
agree to the work with the chances so 
poor for getting his pay. There are 
but three ordinances which could be so 
repealed. They are for repairing the 
Eighth street bridge, for an engine 
house on the Sixth street lot, and for 
the purchase of a chemical engine for 
North Oakland. The money authorized 
to be expended under these amounts 
in total to about $20,000, and there still 
remains a shortage. 


One of two things is left to be done, 


a-nd it may be necessary'to do both, 
either the street sprinklers must be 
laid off, which for thrt* months would 
save $12.000, or the electric lights turned 
off, -which would save $5000 a month. 


The Council and the Mayor have been
